-  fome Troops to the Duke of Vendome 

Milan, Sept. 15. Tis — that the King of 
Spain has taken off the Prohibition of Commerce 
with the Englifh and Hollanders, on the reprefenta- 
tion that has been made ‘to him of the Damage it 
would do his own Subjects. ’Tis reported likewife 
that the Duke of Mantua is made Governor of 
this City in the room of the Prince of Vaudemont.

Letters from Cadiz (the date of the Letters % not 
mention'd) fay, that the Enemy have retrench’d 
themfelves in 3 feveral Places, and have drawn 
Lines of Communication from one to the other ; 
they have endeavour'’d to make themfelves Mafters 
of a Bridge near Cadiz, (it 5 mot faid whereabouts 
this Biidge lyes, or whether it have any Name) , but 
were repuls’d with very great lofs. :

An Expre(s is arriv’d at Court from Cadiz, (‘rs 
not mention’d when he left Cadiz) with Advice that 
the Englifh. and Dutch had attack’d a Fort which 
commands the Bay of Cadiz, (the Fort is not nam'd) 
but were repuls’d with the lofs of 1200 Men, by 
the Valour of the Spanith Troops commanded by 
the Marquis de Villadarias. The French that be- 
long to the Galleys that lye in the Harbour ‘ere 
very ferviceable on this Occafion. 

They write from our Army in Italy, that on the 
attival of a Courier from the King of France, the 
King of Spain had put off his Journey to Madrid 
to the 3d of October. Orders are fent to Provence 
and Franche Comte for 20 Regiments to march to 
joyn the Duke of Bavaria. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, Dated Octob. 7. 

Bajil, Sept. 27. The motions of the Bavarians 
in our Neighbourhood has alarm’d the Cantons,and 
tho’ the French Ambaffador has written to them 
that they need not apprehend any prejudice from 
his Mafter’s Arms ; yet we have call’d in 400 Arm- 
ed Peafants for the greater fecurity of this City, the 
Guards of the Burghers is doubled, and moft of the 
Gates kept fhut; 6000 Men are ready to aflift us 
from Bern, and others from Zurig. In the Brif- 
£4w and in the Black Forreft orders were iflued out 
for every third Man to appear in Arms to go a- 
Bainft the Bavarians, but their proceedings are re- 
iented with fo general an animofity, that every fin- 
gle Man came to the Rendezvous: had not the 
Cantons themfelves taken care of Waldfhut and 
Conftance they might have been furpris’d, for the 

avarians were come within a few Miles of them.

Huffars are arirv'’d at Fryburg, where they have pro- 
vided Bread and Oats for a March of 6 Days, 
Not far from Fryburg at Kentzlingen a Body of 
12 of 15000 Men are drawn together under the 
command of the Margrave of Durlach and Count 
Furftemberg.

Cologne, Sept. 29. Laft Tuefday the Baron de 
Lamerceile Suffragan of this City , going in his 
Coach with a Patsport from the Bifhop of Raab, 
irom hence to Bonn, was ftopp’d without the Gates 
by fome Prudians and Dutch who fearch’d his 
Coach and found above 4ooo. Rixdollars, and feve- 
rar things of Value that were not {pecified in the 
Patsport 5 which tlicy took with all his Papers, and 
carry’d co Muiheim, together with his Secretary.

’Tis reported that our Elector intends to be con- 
ducted to Luxemburg or Bruffels.

Weyffenburg, and is advanc'd 
as far as Motter towards Haguenau; they will 
move nearer to Marthal Catinat to keep him in 
Alarm and prevent his fending any Detachment to- 
wards the Upper Alfatia. The Troops of the Cir- 
cles of Swabia and Franconia, are preparing with all 
diligence to hinder the joyning of the Bavarians 
and French, if they fhouid attempt 1t ; and ’tis faid 
that thofe Bavarian ‘Troops who were marching to- 
wards the Black Forreft are retir’d back again ; but 
of this there is not fufficient certainty. ‘The Bridge 
of Boats that was at Philipsburgh is carryed up the 
Rhine-to be laid over it at Liehtenau, that on occa- 
fion the Troops may join on either fide of the River 
to oppofe the Enemy.
